Among the many new varieties of | 
tpring wheat produced by the cereal 
division of the experimental farma' 
branch of the department of agricul-| 
ture at Ottawa, two, Garnet and Re- 
ward, are worthy of special mention, 
since they are practically sure to oc- 
cupy a prominent place in certain dis- 
tricts of Westerti Canada. Garnet is 
the result of a cross between Preston 
and Riga; Reward is a cross between 
Marquis and Prelude. Both varieties | 
are earlier than Marquis. During the}
